Special Jleetinir of tlie British Cabi- 
net— Fiance Will Blockade 
Siamese Ports. 

London, July 21 —The Bangkok corres- 
pondent of the Daily Chronicle telegraphs 
under yesterday's date : "The Siamese war 
ships ure anchored u mile from tho French. 
They are crowded with men ready for 
action. Their intention is, in case the 
French commence hostilities, to steam down 
and ram the French gunboats, nttevipt to 
board them in force, and attack tho crews 
with tho bayonet. The German gunboat 
Wolf has arrived here." 

A dispatch to tho Chronicle from Paris 
says : "The tenor of tho Froneh ultimatum 
to Stain leaves no doubt us to tho intention 
of France. She would prefer not to receive 
any money down from Slain. The alterna- 
tive of becoming tax-gatherer in the coveted 
districts of Angkor and Battabang is far 
more to her taste." 

The Times this morning publishes an 
editorial which it is thought expresses the 
general British opinion of the merits of the 
Franco-Siamese dispute. In commenting 
ou Slam's answer to the French ultimatum 
the Times says : "Siam's refusal to go bo 
yond just and reasonable limits, or to con- 
cede territory to which France never put in 
an effective claim until tho other day, is no 
excuse for tho measure of hostility osten- 
sibly directed aguinst tho Siamese, but 
really striking at tho commorce of Great 
Britain and other countries having commer- 
cial relations with Siam." 

The Brititli Government has informed the 
government of Siam that no definite pro- 
nouncement can bo expected from Great 
Britain in regard to the territorial demands 
made by France until the report of, tho con 
ference between Lord Dutferin, British 
ambassador to France, and M. do Ville, 
French foreign minister, ia received by the 
British Government. 

The Times says editorially, this morning : 
" England's main objection in the matter is 
aguinst making British and French posses- 
sion in Asia conterminous. If so desired, 
she might warn Franco of the dangers she 
is running by reminding her of the Tonquin 
fiasco." 

The Bangkok correspondent of the Times 
telegraphs: "The irritation of the British 
colony is intense at the seeming apathy of 
tho Home Government." 

Bangkok, July 24 — M. Pevie, French min- 
ister has loweiod the fUg over his office and 
notified the Siamese Government that he will 
leave the city to go aboard tho French war 
ship lnconataute Wednesday. He has re- 
quested the Government to provide pilotB to 
conduct the Lutin and Comete down the 
river. French subjects in Bangkok will be 
under the protection of tho Dutch consul 

PAtis, July 24.— The Siamese minister to 
France called on tho French foreign minis 
tor o.i Saturday morning and afcked for an 
extension of time for a reply to tho French 
ultimatum. Tho request wus refused and 
the Siamese minister informed that if his 
Government did not accede to the ultima 
tun in the time specified, Franco woulrl 
probeed at once to enforce its demands. 

Uie French Government has notified the 
powers that it intends to establish a block 
adoof Siamese ports without prejudice to 
otlnr measures that may be taken with the 
objict of securing to Franco the guarantees 
to vhich she is entitled. A council of min- 
isto-s will be held to morrow to decide 
whet additional moasuros shall be taken to 
enairo obtaining guarantees from Siam. 
President Carnot is at Marley le Boy and 
thocttbinet will go there for deliberation. 
Tin ministers will meet at !) o'clock to-nior- 
roM morning, President Carnot presiding. 
Tin French Government is making arrui ge 
molts with other governments for tho pro- 
ten ion of French subjects in Siam during 
theabsence from Bangkok of M. Puvie, the 
Frtnch minister. 

lho Liberto says that the French gunboats 
proWbly will go down the river, shell and 
desroy the Paknam forts and then return 
to heir positions before Bangkok to bom 
burl tho palace. Some painful meusuree 
ure necessary, adds this journal, for the 
prservation of France's prestige. France 
wil seize and hold Baltamburg and Angkor 
as guarantees that her demands will be 
saBefied. 

le Debats says that Siam, as a rice pro- 
dijing country, probably does not greatly 
fra- the blockade. As for tho operations 
xu and, Le Debats thinks the Siamese will 
b) provided surreptitotialy by England with 
al the arms they need. 

'ihe majority of the Paris newspapers de- 
vito us much space to donounciations of 
Itifland as to the matter at issue between 
Fr8nco and Siam. England is reproached 
\f them with supporting the Siamese in 
olfosition to France's just demands and 
vith planning to give the Siamese secret 
ad when hostilities begin. The extieme 
Conservative and Radical newspapers alone 
tostain from discussing tho situation. They 
u'o holding back so as to denounce the 
Covernment in case Die Siamese venture 
l^ove a lizzie. 

A dispatch from Rome says that Italy 
h.3 England to protect Italian subjects in 
Sam, and the Siamese minister in this city 
lis not yet received his passports from the 
i-ench government. Immediately after 
lavie'a departure from Bangkok, however, 
b will go to Lisbon or Madrid, as he iB uc- 
cedited to Spain and Portugal as well as to 
>unco. Tho minister still hopes for a 
enceful settlement of the trouble. 
The Siamese Secretary of Legatim said, 
1st evening, that no further news had 
een received at the legation, yesterday, 
torn Bangkok. Upon teeing M. Pavie om- 
»rk, ho atlded, the Siamese Government 
light decide to accept tho terms of the 
Ltlmatum. This supposition, however, 
■as merely personal, and did not rest on 
ny definite information. 
Le Temps says that tho beginning of the 
ook&de will be deferred until Thursday or

That France expected such a juxtaposition 
of the English and French territory is 
shown by an important article in tho Paris 
Temps, which declares that the thorny of 
buflVr " states htiB had its rlav, as is 
proved by the mixing up of the English and 
French possessions in Asia. Africa, Uceunica 
and America. England herself has been 
horsell the first to destroy buffer states, and 
a common frontier is better calculated to 
preserve p"ace than the existence of buffer 
states, which are generally mi re fields for 
the intrigues of over-zealous functionaries 
Washington, July 2-1 —So fur us the 
Stale Department iB informed there are no 
Amerioun citizens residing in Siam except, 
missionaries. It is not believed necessary 
to take any special means for their protr c 
lion. The United States have no representative 
in Siam. The Consul-General at Kangki k, 
Mr. Boyd, i» in ibis country at present, 
leaving the office in charge of his son, the 
Viee-Consul. If tho welfare of the mission- 
is should be threatened, which iB un- 
unlikely, they can, without doubt, secure 
protection on application to the Minister of 
some other nation. The commercial inter 
ts of the United States in Siam are insig- 
nificant, the exports being very few and the 
ports being made up of teak wood, used 
in shipbuilding, and somo trifles of Oriental 
and Ma'aynesian decorative work. 

The Franco-Siamese complication have 
been the one absorbing topic in tho lobbies 
of the House of Commons to clay. The 
situation is regarded wi h apprehension by 
all parties, and la'est news from Bangkok 
and Paris is read with much anxiety and 
oagerness, on all sides, regret being i xpreBsed 
that tho British war ship, in Siamese waters 
were not reinforced a month ago, as British 
nterests in Slam outnumber those of the 
French a hundred to one. This afternoon a 
council of ministers was summoned at the 
instance of Lord Rosebery, Secretary of 
State for Foreign Affairs, to meet, in the 
Prime Minister's room of tho House of 
Commons. The only subject discussed was 
the situation at Bangkok. 



THE COURT MARTIAL. 

Further Details us to the Loss of the " Vic- 
toria"— The Closlnp of tho 
Bulkheads. 

VALETTA, July 24 — A great quantity of 
details as to the closing of the bulkheads 
and the hatches of tho Victoria was brought 
in evidence before tho Court-Martial to day 
by Captain liourko and others. MoBt of 
the testimony indicated that in the great 
haste many doors were left wholly or partly 
unfasrened, and they were pushed open by 
the force ot the incoming warer. Captain 
Bourke was unable to give any reason for 
the jamming of tho Victoria's helm ufier 
the collision. It is supposed, however, that 
the heavy influx of water upset the hy- 
draulic apparatus.

Why British Troops are Kept on Irish 
Soil— Not to Oppress 
the People. 



London, July 24. — The House of Com- 
mons, sitting as a committee of the whole 
on the Home Rule bill, discussed this even- 
ing Mr. Gladstone's new financial clause, 
which proposes that Ireland's contribution 
to the Imperial exchequer shall be one third 
of her total revenue for six years. The 
speech of the evening was made by Mr. 
GoBchen, Chancellor of tho Exchequer in 
tho last Salisbury cabinet. For nearly two 
hours he analysed and criticised Mr. Glad- 
stone's financial programme for Ireland. 
Nobody had ever contended seriously before 
this Homo Rule Bill was introduced, he 
said, that Ireland was overtaxed. The sug- 
gestion of the present proposal that the bur- 
den of indirect taxation ought to bo reduced, 
was ridiculous. Mr. Goschen repudiated 
with considerable heat, the charge that the 
last Salisbury cabinet had given Ireland 
sops for conciliatory purposes. It was un- 
true, he said, that troops were kept, in Ire- 
land to oppress tho people. They were re- 
tained on Iribh soil simply from a military 
point of view. This disposition was con- 
venient and expedient. Shortly before 
midnight, Chairman Mellor applied the 
closuro to the debate, und the clause in 
question was adopted by a voto of 22(i to 191. 

IMMIGRANTS AT NEW YORK. 

A Few Figures In Itegnrd to the Movement 
of Population to This Continent. 

Nbw York, July 24. — Tho report of Im 
migration Commissioner Senncr shows that 
of the 343,422 immigrants landed in New 
York for the year ending Juno 30, the now 
Commissioner has handled 179,246 during 
his three months term. Of the 69 arriving 
with tliseaso, barred during the year, 61 
have been barred in tho lasL three months. 
One hundred and thirty-seven i f 
tho 458 contract laborers held 
came under the supervision of Dr. 
Senner's officials. Ten of the twelve con- 
victs sent back to Europo were discovered 
since April 1. The following wero the 
principal nationalities landed during the 
past year : Swedish, 29,230 ; Russian, 28, 
343 ; Irish, 28 756: Ausirian, 25 111 ; Hun- 
garian, 20,02.1; English, 14.995; Norwe- 
gian, 13 260; Polish, 11,983; Italian, 69,- 
437; German, 5,589.

Cheap diunor sets at Choapaido * 



Nkw York, July 24 — Letters which 
wero received yesterday by tho Preaby- 
teriun Board of Foreign Missions in this 
city contain news of an unprovoked attack 
on Miss A. Milton, an American mission- 
ary, stationed at the time of the outrngo 
iu a little village among the NeBtoriun 
mountains in Tut key. Miss Milton escaped 
with her life, but was mercileaaly beaten 
and bruised by her assailants. The letters 
containing lho story of the assault are dated 
from Amudia, Turkey, Juno 14 lust, A 
little moro than a wor k before that date 
Rev. E. McDowell started with his fumily, 
in company with Miss Milton, from Mosul, 
a missionary station in West Persia, 
to go to Armadiu, a journey of five 
dsyn' duration, Having reached their 
distillation in Bafety, Misa Milton 
proposed to continue on to the village 
of Duree, some miles uwuy. She had re- 
ceive! an invitation from the peoplo there 
to make em a visit. Although the route 
was a dangerous one, Misa Milton was un- 
attended, aave by her servant, a native 
preacher, who waa considered to bo wholly 
trustworthy. On tho ni^ht after arrival 
she pitched her tent on the roof of a house 
in the village, as is the custom in that coun- 
try. The preacher slept on the roof, about 
ten feet from her tent, and members of the 
family owning the house occupied places 
not fur away. There wus no indication at 
any time of a hostile feeling on the part of 
anyone tigainst t he American; on tho con- 
trary, her reception had been most friendly. 
In the middle of the night, however, fihe 
was awakened from a Bound Bleep by tho 
appearance of a man in her tent. Tho in- 
truder was armed wuh a stick, and with 
this weapon ho begun to attack tho de- 
fenceless woman, who screamed loudly for 
assistance. No one came to her aid, how- 
ever, and sho was compelled to defend her- 
self single-handed. In some way Bhe waa 
able to break away from her assailor.t, and 
ran from the tent. Tho man followed, but 
in tho darkness misaed his foot- 
ing und fell to the ground. At 
tho same time other forms were seen run- 
ning about, and tho sound of firearniB was 
heard from the distance. No trace of tho 
preacher or others who had occupied the 
roof was seen. They all fled wit hout giving 
her any help. She was brutally cut about 
the head and body, and blood was flowing 
from her wounds to such a degree that her 
clothes wore saturated, Whenall had quieted 
down, some of the peoplo in the house and 
others who hud lied at the first intimation 
of danger, appeared on the sceno. Miss 
Milton managed to dress her injuries 
herself, und the following day bIio 
was carried to A madia, where the 
other members of tho missionary bund 
were staying.

Although there were over 
a dezen peoplo within tho sound of Miss 
Milton's voice, not one of them would 
admit, that he heard her cries for help. 
From i his, and other circumstances, it is be- 
lieved that t lie men engaged in lho attack 
wero not, Koorda but oitizeuB of the place, 
who had been incited to tho deed. It is 
possihlo I hat the origin of the trouble muy 
have arisen in Amarlia, and that Miss Mil- 
ton may have been followed from that city 
by tho members of the Board. Tho matter 
has been culled to tho attention of tho State 
Department at Washington, and a rigid in- 
vestigation ia likely to ensue Miss Anna 
Milto'i, tho victim of tho outrage, lias been 
a missionary of the Presbyterian church for 
many vears. Sho was appointed from Bar- 
do w, Iowa.

Ont , from tho Canadian Pacific 
Packing Co ; and 316 cases to London, Ont., 
from the same firm. 

Tho Lieut. Governor and Mrs. Dowdney, 
accompanied by Justico Brooks and Mrs. 
Brooks, of Sherbrooke, passed through the 
city to-day from Vancouver for Victoria. 

There was a fairly good run of sockeyes 
last night and the canneries were all up to 
the eyes iu work to day. Owing to the 
largo number of boats at work at the mouth 
of the river, the catch in that vicinity did 
not average over eighty fish to tho boat. 
Above Ladners the average was 165 and op- 
posite the city and up to Port Haney over 
200 were taken all round. More than double 
the number of fish were delivered at Ewens 
cannery than at any other establishment on 
the river.

— Carl August, the 
threo-year old son of Oscar Sundolm, ot this 
city, died this morning from tho elfects of 
drinking carbolic ueid. The bottle of poison 
was left on the table, and the youngster 
climbed up and drank it during the absence 
of his mother. 

John H Sanderson, a deserter from H. 
M. S. Royal Arthur, has been arrested 
here. He will be sent down to Esquimau 
to-morrow. 

Eugene Lowe, the boy who stole jewelry 
from Barrister Simpson, was discharged to- 
day, under the First Olfenco Act. 

Constable Anderson, of Comox, arrived 
this afternoon with the steamer Ina, cap- 
tured in Toba Inlet, and the prisoners were 
charged with peddling whiskey among In- 
dians. The steamer was loaded with liquor. 
Tho prisoners will come up before Police 
Magistrate Planta to-morrow. 

A depuration of Northfield miners will 
wait on Mr. S. M. Robins to-morrow, to 
ascertain the probability of the mine being 
reopened. It has now been closed tor over 
six weeks. 

KASLO. 

Ka.slo, July II). — Supt. Wilson, of tho 
CP. R. Telegraph department, arrived in on 
tho Nelson yesterday morning, with a con- 
struction gang, the tools having arrived 
aomo days previously, Work will at once 
commence on the new trunk line from Rev- 
clBtoke to Nelson, tapping Lardeau, Nakusp, 
New Denver, Bear Lake, Kaslo, AluBworth, 
etc. The intention is to have the line in 
working order by early fall. Kaslo will be 
made a buso of supplies for the workmen, 
who will push on towards New Denver. 
Onco completed, the cost of transmitting 
messuges will be materially reduced. 

A good effect has been produced by the 
big sides of mining property in the Koote- 
nuy country, recently concluded. With the 
news of the sale of the North Star, near 
Fort Steele, came that regarding tho pur- 
chase of tho famous Silver King. This 
week, word was received of the disposal of 
a half interest in the \\ aHhington, a descrip- 
tion of which mine has already appeared in 
The Colonist. The purchaser ia J L 
Montgomery, a New York capitalist, who paid 
§80.000 in hard cash. T. E. Jefferson and 
L Clarke were tho former owners. These 
big Hales, notwithstanding the prevailing 
depression in tho money market, are calcu- 
lated to attract much capital and give a de- 
cided impetus to mining operations. 

Mr. and Mrs. J. Hendry, accompanied by 
Mrs. McMillan, mother of the latter, and 
also the chief engineers on the Kaslo-Slocnn 
railway, arrived on Saturday on the Spo 
kano. When questioned regarding the 
building of tho railway to the mines, Mr. 
Hendry stated that the time had not yot 
come to make a public announcement, but 
hinted that tho timo was near at. hand when 
a statement would bo made. He felt every 
confidence in Kaslo, and further than faying 
that tho outlook was improving ho 
would not commit himself. Mr. Hendry 
while here, will take a trip among the 
mines iu tho neighborhood to ascertain 
their producing capabilities in the interest 
of the railway company. The surveyors 
aro making good progress with the location 
of the proper levels of tho road. 

An abundant supply of ore from the Big 
Bert ha property, is stored at tho sampling 
works awaiting treatment. The trouble 
over the ownership of tho mine is now bo- 
lieved to be satisfactorily adjusted. Mr. 
Clymo has gone south to hurry on the ma- 
chinery for tho sampler. Tho leading min- 



ing men have promised a liberal supply of 
ore to tho works, so soon as the machinery 
is rcidy. 

Reports have been current hero that work 
on tho Crow's Nest Pass railway would 
commenco on this s'ido of the divide by 
August 1 ; also that D. McGillivray would 
begin operations at onco on the Nakusp k 
Slooan project. 

What promises to bo a valuable dis- 
covery has been made en the smelter ro- 
servo, on tho other sido of the bay trom the 
town proper. It. is no less than a chemical 
spring, much like that of Kemp's, the water 
having a strong taste of soda. The springs 
are about one hundred yards from the 
sampler, and but a few feet from tho lake. 
Tho force is not strong, probibly not more 
t bun two barrels an hour; but by proper 
boring, this could bo largely increased. 
Already it has become a favorite spot for 
visitors. 

Kaslo has got even with Nelson on cus- 
toms matters, having been declared a port 
of entiy, this week, with Collector Mcintosh 
in charge. This news eamo to S. Green on 
Monday evening, from Nelson, from the 
Captain of tho steamer State of Idaho, who 
hud been so informed by Inspector Clute. 
Tho new arrangement came into forco yes- 
terday, much to the satisfaction of the busi- 
ness fraternity, who aro thus saved much 
inconvenience and delay in procuring their 
goods. 

A. W. Wright bought in the slock-in- 
trado of the Montana House, on Tuesday. 

Percy Noble, who carried things with a 
high hand here this spring has decamped to 
the coast, leaving a best of unpaid bills, 
and the police desire to warn Victorians 
against him. He is about six feet tall and 
prepossessing in appearance and manner 
ilia tnodiis operandi ivhb to represent him- 
self as agent ol a mining company, and up in 
the strength of such position borrowed 
money, or purchased goods, giving checks 
for small sums on a Nelson bank, which 
were never honored. He walked out of 
Kaslo by way of New Denver, borrowing 
trom .several prospectors whom ho met on 
tho way. 

J. Popham made a strike of galena six- 
teen inches wide near Silverton last week. 
Two assays went 500 and 700 ounces in sil- 
ver to tho ton. 

A ledge six feet wide, with oroppings 
freely etreaktd with galena, has been 
staked out near the Lucky Jim by H. Ole- 
son and C L Arnold. 

M Mahoney, the owner of tho first mine 
located in the Whitewater basin, came in 
on Wednesday with samples from a strike 
he had made on the opposite side of the 
gulch from tho Snowbird. The ledtje is 
ten feet wide, assaying §04 in gold and 52 
ounces of silver per ton. 

Tho Acme is tho title given to a new 
mine just struck in tho Whitewater basin 
by A. W. Palmer, W. S. Caraon, P. U. 
Dechant and W. M. Stablea. Thoro are 
throe distinct veins on tho property, all of 
which carry more or less free gold, an as- 
say showing it to run up to $42 por ton. 
The nature of the vein matter is milling- 
white quartz, in many places containing a 
largo percentage of oxide of iron. Tho tor- 
mation is trachito, tho vein running from 
north-east to south-west, with a dip to the 
north. Close to tho property is a water 
power sullieient to operate a 20 stamp mill. 

A big excursion will arrive hereon Satur- 
day trom Spokane by tho State of Idaho. 
A race will take placo on tho up-trip be- 
tween that boat and the Nelson for $500 a 
side, to decide the supremacy of the Koote- 
nay. The same day the Spokane will take 
an excursion party to Nelson to witness the 
contest between Dutch, owned by Col. Coy, 
and Wilson'a black, two horses owned in 
Kuslo and Nelson.

STOCKS IN NEW YORK. 

Tho "Bears" Make the Most of the Hanking 
and Commercial Failures tit Homo 
mid Abroad. 

New Your, July 24.— The day opened at 
tho Stock Exchange with a rush to soil at a 
decrease of one-half to 3'f per cent. Tho 
fact that quotations in London wero above 
tho New York parity of Saturday's closing 
had no effect, because the foreign ordtra 
wero maiiily to sell. It was evident that 
the "bears" were determined to make the 
most of the banking and commercial failures 
at homo und abroad. In many instances 
the figures touched were the lowest for 
years past. There wero sharp rallies 011 
purchases to cover contracts, and around 
delivery hour a number of stocks 
had not only recovered tho decline, 
but were one-half to two per cent, 
above Saturday's closings. Tho advices from 
the Weai, especially from Milwaukee, that 
affairs in financial circles had quieted down, 
had the effect of stimulating purchases. 
Just before tho close, however, the "Bears" 
made another dash against tho list and 
prices yielded quickly uuder the oppressive 
heaviness which was a conspicuous figure 
throughout the afternoon. Atchison stock 
sold at the lowest prices touched since the 
reorganization of the property, some years 
ago. Missouri Pacilic, Rock Island, and 
Burlington & Cjuinoy wero quoted lower 
than for years past. About the only en- 
couraging feature was tho buying for both 
small and largo investors, who pay in full 
for their purchases. Tho movement, up to 
the preaent, has been insuflicient to olfset 
the policy of the "Hear" party, Tho trans- 
actions aggregated 284, 'J58 sba-es, of which 
27,215 were unlisted. Speculation left off 
weak iu tono. Tho closing prices were;

Central Pacific, 108 1 ; Denver & Rio 
Urande, 8i ; Great Northern, preferred, 
104 ; Missouri Pacific, '■!,'! ; Northern Paci- 
fic, H.{ ; Northern Pacific, preferred, 21^;

The Council Defeats the By-Daw to 
Close Barber Shops ou 
Sundays. 



Vacant Positions— A Letter from Hon. 
Mr. De Cosmos About the 
V. N. W. & S. E'y. 

The regular weekly meeting of tbo City 
Council was hold last evonmg, Mayor 
Beaven presiding, with Aid. McKillican, 
Styles, Bragg, Miller, Henderson and Munn 
present. 

After routine business, the Rites and 
Taxos By-law was reconsidered and finally 
passed. 

The Financo committee recommended tho 
payment of accounts amounting to$2,8:Su.;i.'}. 
Tho sum of S-150 was voted for tho extension 
of tho waterworks, and surface drainage 
accounts to tho amount of §159 50 wero 
passed. 

City Engineer Wilmot reported that the 
Rock Buy bridgo encroached on Mr. Heck- 
with'a property. In this connection Aid. 
Munn moved that the Mayor be authorized 
to negotiate with Mr Beck with as to a sot- 
clement. Aid. McKillican seconded the 

motion, whluh tftia OurHed. 

Chief Ue«ay of tho Fire Dopartmeni, T e " 
£•*$&(! having suspended Engineer Atkinson 
on various charges, and asked that this etli- 
cer be dismissed. The report was referred 
to the Fire Wardens to investigate. 

15. \V. Pearco wroto, complaining of the 
wood Bawing machine, which ho declared 
a nuisance. Oil the letter being rend, the 
Mayor dr<;w attention to the by law ou the 
subj u ct, which expressly forbade this kind 
of thing. 

Ald. Munn made mention of the fact 
that for years Chinese had sawn wood on 
the streets, but no complaint was made; 
now, when a white mau undertook the work, 
there was an outcry. 

ALD. MlLLiSR was of opinion thut Mr. 
Pourae's position was correct. This machine 
was a nuisance, and pooplo should have 
their wood cut at a wood yard. 

Ald. Henderson— When the man bought 
that machine tie got permission from the 
Council to use it on tho streets. 

Tiik Mayor -The Council had no power 
to grant ihuc While the by-law is in force 
it must bo respected. 

Ai.d. Bragg — Electric cars somotimes 
frighten horses too. Just hecauso two or 
threo restive hors.-s got frightened I don't 
think wo should stop tho aawing machine. 
Lotsof peopleCiin'lkeep horses to ride around 
in carriages. 

Ald McKn.i.iuAN moved, seconded by 
Aid. Miller, to refer tho letter to tho Chief 
■of Police with instructions to enforce the by- 
law. 

Tho motion was lost, and tho letter was 
laid on the table for future consideration, 
tho Mayor remarking that all Mr. I'earse 
had to do was to notify tho polico and they 
would have to enforce tho by law. 

R. B. McMicking reported to the Council 
a proposition to muko some changes in the 
electric lighting plant, so as to increase the 
capacity. 

Aid. Miller presented a minority report, 
recommending that arrangements ho made 
with the tramway company to supply lights 
for Victoria West until tho city plant be 
sufficient. 

Aid. McKillican said that if tho funds 
were available ho would be glad to recom- 
mend that the suggestions of the electrician 
bo carried out.. 

Aid. Miller— Fivo hundred dollars for 
the next five months will give the Victoria 
West people what light they want. When 
the city plant is able to supply the light we 
can do it ourselves. It will cost tho city 
od» tt,i, c l lean to do the lighting itself but if 
wo can't do it, why 1 ave the Victoria West 
people to flounder around in the mud ? 

Ald. Munn seconded a motion by Aid. 
Styles to lay tho matter over for a week, as 
there was a proposition likely to come be- 
fore the Council whereby the city would get 
twice the amount of light it had at present 
and at the same coat. 

The reports were then tabled along with 
a second report from Mr. McMicking as to 
the cost of maintenance of the electric light 
plant. 

John Peterson, caretaker of tho Homo 
for tho the Aged and Infirm, sent in his 
resignation, which was uccepted with regret. 

The following communication from the 
Hon. Amor DeCosmos, was received and 
tiled. 

Victoria, B.C., July 24, 1893. 

SIR : — I have tho honor to acknowledge 
the receipt of your letter dated July 21, 
]S9.'i, with inclosure, informing me that it is 
the intention of the Council to take steps to 
repeal "The Victoria, Saanich and New 
Westminster Railway Interest Bonus by- 
luw, 188'J," in accordance with a copy of a 
resolution of the 19th instant, inclosed. 

In reply I beg leave to say that the V. S. 
>t N.W. railway company has done all that 
could possibly bo done in tho face of the 
hostile attitude and action of the two lust 
Councils, and other parties, to curry to 
completion tho provisions of the statutes 
under which it was chartered, and, there- 
fore, on behalf of the company, I beg leave 
to deny that tho Council has any lawful 
right, by statute or otherwise, to puss a re- 
solution purporting to repeal "The V. 8. & 
N.W. Railway Honus Interest by-law, 
1 SS!)," and further, that the company will 
hold the Corporation of Victoria responsible 
for any loss that may be imposed on it in 
consequence of such repeal. 

I beg leave, further, to stale that, there is 
only one bonus in tho by-law referred to, 
and that is the money bonus, for the alleged 
water bonus is no more tnan a repetition of 
common right enjoyed in common with 
other citizens by paying for water.; und 
that the exemption from taxation could not 
exist, as no tax existed under any statute 
that could be imposed on the property 
named in the by-law. 

Without at thio lime dealing further with 
the proposed resolution of t he 19th instant, 
I beg leave to notify the Corporation of the 
City ot Victoria that " Tho Victoria, 
Saanich and New Westminster Railv/uy 
company " have already given notice of in- 
tention to upply to the Parliament of Cana- 
da for a renewal of its charter, including all 
its powers, privileges end properties of any 
kind whatsoever, us the following notice 
shows :

summoned at his request and others present 
at tho time of the disaster gave their testi- 
mony.

Sty 1. s, that applications for tho position of 
Police court clerk be opened and the Coun- 
cil meet at some future date to consider 
them. This motion prevailed, and the 
twenty names were read out. 

The by- law for the closing of the barber 
shops on Sunday was taken up, Aid. Mc- 
Killican explaining that it was petitioned 
for by all tho proprietors of shops, except 
two. 

Ald. Munn thought if tho barber Bhops 
were closed on Sunday tho street cars 
would have to stop running, the milk wag- 
ons would have to bo stopped, and tho pea- 
nut stands closed, while even that great re- 
ligious morning daily, the Colonist, 
published from the Temple of 
Truth, G4 Government street, would 
have to change one of its days of isBtie. Ho 
had given notice of an amendment cover- 
ing these matters and would move it if the 
the by law were gone on with. 

Ald Miller— Any barber that wants to 
close on Sunday cm do so now. If thia by- 
law is pushed through I shall move to in- 
clude in it all clergymen who earn money 
by preaching on Sunday and take the collec- 
tion as part of their salary. 

Ald Henderson — I consider a man has 
a light to labor or not when or where ho 
likes. When we come to say that a man 
shall close his shop on Sunday we are inter- 
fering with hia liberties. 

The second reading of the by-law was 
lost, and the Council adjourned at 10:."i0 
p.m.

'AN ADA'S DEBT. 

The Montreal Gazotto remarks that "The 
gross public debt of Canada at tho closo of 
June (the end of the fiscal year) was four 
and u quarter million dollars less than it 
waa at the close of 1891 2. That is a Con- 
scrvative rscord. In tho Liberal convention 
at Ottawa, where ever so many Liberal 
premiers of provinces met, resolutions were 
passed condemning the Dominion Govern- 
ment's extravagance and high expenditure. 
There is not one of the provinces under a 
Liberal administration but, since 1891 -'2 
closed, has reduced its assets or added to its 
indebtoduesa or increased the burden of 
taxation on tho people. The Dominion 
Government reduced tho taxes."

There aro some peoplo who say that the 
Exhibition to bo held in Victoria this year 
is too parly. What will these people say of 
tho U innipeg Exhibition, which was opened 
a w»ek ugi). There appears to have been no 
waat of exhibits at Winnipeg. Tho num- 
ber of entries waa ti.91 S. There was a 
splendid exhibit of live stock of all kinds, 
and the display of manufactures was fair 
— bettor than that of last year. There 
was a considerable falling oil in the show of 
agricultural products. This wac, no doubt, 
owing to the Exhibition being held so early 
in tho seuson. The attractions were numer- 
ous and the sports appear to have been well 
sustained. Tlieattendanceseems tohavebeen 
good. The Winnipeg papers are filled with 
descriptions of exhibits, and of the doings 
on tho grounds. The Exhibition, though 
held so early in tho season, has doubtless 
been a success. The Victoija Exhibition 
will bo held in a much more favorable lime 
and it will, wo have no doubt, be in every 
respect ignite as attractive.

BRAZIL. 

Brazil, since it has become a republic, 
differs very little from the other republics 
of South America. While it was a mon- 
archy under tho mildest and most democra- 
tic of Emperors it wus peaceful und prosper- 
ous. Tho people, as a rule, obeyed the 
laws, aud rebellious and revolutions were 
almost unknown. But no «ooner did the 
country become a republic than it was dis- 
turbed by tho ambition and the turbulence 
of politicians. Part of the country became 
the scene of insurrection and disorder. The 
freedom of the peoplo was restricted in 
man • ways, and financial troubles followed 
in the wake of civil disturbance. It would 
be a good thing for Brazil and for some of 
tho other South American republics if they 
could, by any nieuus, secure strong aud 
stable government, no mutter by what uunio 
it, might bo culled. It is very evident that 
tho inhabitants are not fit to govern them- 
selves in tho wuy that men of tho Anglo- 
Saxon raco consider good. 



time the least uneasy because tho principal 
British navul station on the Atluntic cuasl 
was kept in a good state of defence. New 
York newspapers have uever to our know 
ledge, gore into hysterics about the guns on 
the Hal-fax citadel or tho troops in the 
Halifax barracks. They have regarded that 
Btation with an easy mind and never looked 
upon it as intended to be a menace to them. 
When an addition wus made to the garrison 
and when new guns and better guns were 
put in position, they evidently looked upon 
the changes as matters of course, in which 
they hud little or no concern. At the same 
time tho defenceleasness of tho United 
States Atlantic seaboard has been a matter 
of complaint for many years. The Govern- 
ment were reminded every now und ugain 
that large and rich cities wero open to ut- 
tuck by a naval force and that if ever war 
was declared with u maritime power they 
would, tor a time at any rate, be in an ex- 
ceedingly dangerous position. But tho dan- 
ger was from their own defencelessness, not 
becuuse Halifax was iu a fair stnto of de- 
fence. 

It muy bo that from a strategical point of 
view Esquimalt could he made stronger and 
more dangerous to the American cities near 
it than Halifax is but wo doubt it. Hali- 
fax is from its position a very Btroug pluco 
and art hus helped nature to mako it im 
pregnable, yot we see that thoAmericans on 
the other side of tho contineut do not re- 
gard Halifax, strong and well garrisoned us 
it is, with jealousy or alarm. They find 
that thut navul station has for more than 
seventy yeurs been, as far as they aro con 
cerned, as harmless and as friendly us if it 
were a fishing village or a small inui ufac- 
turing town. Tho American cities of Pug- t 
Sound und tho Pacific Coast have no more 
reason to bo jealous of E-quimalt or to be 
alarmed at anything that may bo done to 
put it in a better stato of deft-nco than the 
American cities of tho Atlantic seaboard 
huve to be suspicious of Halifax or to get 
into a Hurry becuuso it is strongly fortified.

ARBITRATION. 



Tho settlement ot disputes between 
uutions by arbitration is becoming popular. 
There nro many who believe that it is pos- 
sible for nations to settlo all disputes that 
may ariee in an amicable and equitable wuy 
without having recourso to force. The 
London Spectator believes that it is possible 
to establish a tribunal to which all questions 
on which there is a difference of opinion he- 
twoen Great Britain und Lho United Stutes, 
may he roferred. This might lead to a close 
alliance. This is what tho Spectator says: 
" An agreement not to fight till the ques- 
tion in dispute has been referred to a body 
exorcising lho functions of a court of law, 
is a step in tho direction of that alliance be- 
tween the United States und England 



THIS EXTRA SESSION. 

The United Stutes Congress will meet in 
less Lban two weeks. Speculation is busy 
in conjecturing what will be dono when the 
representatives of tho people meet for the 
despatch of business. What will that busi- 
ness be ? Will it bo merely to repeal the 
Sherman Act, or will attempts be made to 
regulate tho currency by some other law ? 
Is the Sherman law to huvo a substitute? 
Will u free coinage bill be introduced ? 
Will anything bo dono with tho tariff? Is 
the tariff r. form which the peoplo havo 
been promised to be commenced during the 
extru session ? What is to bo the length of 
that session? Will it bo of only three or 
four weeks' duration, or will it last until 
this time next year ? Th- re are all sorts of 
rumors afloat, und uny number of predic- 
tions have been ventured. But, although 
the time of lho meeting of Congress is so 
near, no ono seems to havo any very clear 
ideu of what it will do or attempt to do. 

There uro some stalwart Democrats of tho 
Cleveland school who say that all that is 
required to bo dono at tho present crisis is 
to repeal so much of tbn Sherman Act us 
compels the Government to purcbaeo 4. .1(10,- 
000 ounces of silver every month. This is all 
that needs to be done to restore confidence. 
And the restoration of confidence is all that 
is required to put businoss in tho United 
States on a linn footing onco moro. These 
men say Lhat the general business of the 
country is sound, that there bus been no 
over-trading, and nothing has been done by 
tho mercantile community to derange busi- 
ness or to bring on a crisis.

At a conference held laRfc week between 
Hon. T M. Daly and Mr. A M Burgess, 
on the one hand, and the members of the 
Provincial Government on tho other, the 
status of titlos to lands in the railway belt, 
arid tho delimitation of the belt, wero dis- 
cussed in detuil Aa a result, Hon Mr. 
Ddy agreed to submit, a minute to his 
Exeoutlve, embodying a method of settle- 
ment which will, it is thought, bo accept- 
able to both Governments. 

Regarding tho Songheea Indian reserve, 
Hon Mr. Daly expressed the desire of the 
Dominion Government to meet tho views of 
tho Province in relation to the surrender of 
the reserve, conditioned on just and suit- 
able provision being made for the Indians. 
To this end an effort will be made almost 
immediately to negotiate with tho tribe, 
and it ia hoped good counsel will prevail 
anil that coercivo measures will not havo to 
bo resorted to.

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GERMAN MATTERS. 



Official llpfrulatioiig-FrieiHlly Neutral- 
ity Towards France— A Woman 
Causes a Duel. 

Bismarck Declares the OKI Belief in 
the Stability of All'airs Does 
Not Exist. 



Berlin, July 24,— Tho firBt phase in 
financial questions that accompany the 
Army bill was tho resignation, several daya 
ago, of Van Maltzabn, secretary of the Im- 
perial treasury. Probably hia motive waa 
the fact that he felt that ho did not poaee88 
the power or authority to solve tho finan- 
cial problem with which ho waa brought in 
contact. It is definitely atatod that Gcu. 
von Kaltenborn-Stachau, Prussian minister 
of war, haa also resigned. Hia ailonce 
during the debates on tho Army bill were 
often strongly commented upon. Hia glar- 
ing antagonism to his Bavarian colleague, 
Gen. von Safferting, in the recent fodder de- 
bate in tho Reichstag waa moat unfortunate. 
The Emperor was chagrined that Bavaria 
should luivo discomfited Prussia, and let fall 
remarks that were repeated to Kaltenborn- 
gtach&u, who waa lett small option but to 
roslgn. 

The emperor has ordered that no army 
marieuvres be held anywhere in Germany 
unless absolutely certain that the district in 
which it is proposed to hold them would not 
be damaged. 

Comments in pjperB here on the I raneo- 
Siamese dispute are listless and only note- 
worthy for their declarations of friendly 
neutrality towurd France. 

A duel has been fought in Gruenwald be- 
tween Prof. Fromhold, nephew of Admiral 
Livonin, and Lieut. Klein, of tho reserves. 
They quarreled about a lady. Lieut. Klein 
waa wounded in tho hand. Both duellists 
wero arretted, but will probably escape with 
two days' imprisonment. 

Addressing a large party of oxcursionists 
from Brunswick, yeaterday afternoon, 
Princo Bismarck said in part : 

" Such an opposition as I experienced 
when 1 was minister-president of Prussia 
has not been attempted recently. During 
the old regime, however, no serious danger 
was apprehended from the opposition be- 
cause the fullest confidence waa felt that 
neither the empire nor Prussia could be en- 
dangered as long as the helm of stato waa 
in the hands of the old Emperor and hia 
ministry. (Enthusiastic oheering.) To-day 
the same belief in tho solidity and stability 
of affairs can hardly be said to exist." 

Speakinc of the progress of affairs re- 
cently, Bismarck said : 

" The weight of Parliament being sus- 
pended, the consequence was the creation of 
a vacuum, which haa been filled not by mon- 
archiam but by a red tape hierarchy, by 
bureaucracy — tho same bureaucracy which 
cloared tho way for the French triumphal 
wave in 1S06, and which collupaed before 
Berlin's barricade in 1S48. So far aa I can 
perceive, German iutorcsts made progress 
recently in only one direction, in which wo 
dared not look formerly, that ia in the di- 
rection of our Polish compatriota. I cannot 
bring myself to the belitf that the Polish 
nobility and clergy will remain long in 
harmony with the ministry." 

DISHONEST BROKERS. 

The President of the New York Stock Exchange 
Scores Tricky Members. 

New York, July 'Jli. — In accord with a 
resolution passed by the governing commit 
tee, President Sturgis, of the New York 
Stock Exoharge, delivered an address to 
the members yesterday morning, reading 
tho riot act to brokers who hat! been en- 
gaged in the disreputable work of circulat- 
ing, in an underhand manner, rumors affect- 
ing the credit of several largo institutions 
with the purpose of affecting speculation. 
President Sturgia suid in part; 

" The times through which we are now 
pasaing are phenomenal in their nature, and 
it behooves every member of tho exchange 
not only to be loyal to his own sense of 
honor but to atand firmly by the inatitution 
of which he ia a member. Thia community 
has always looked to the stock exchange for 
u high standard of financial and commercial 
integrity. During the recent distressing 
complications the public have looked with 
amazement uud deep regret on the manner 
jn which the members of the stock exchange 
lived up to their contructs. But in all large 
bodies of men will be found individuals who, 
for private gain or public notoriety, will 
take a stand at /arianco with their asso- 
ciates. It ia our intention, in so far as our 
power goes, to put the stamp of absolute 
disapproval upon all irregularities and all 
methods of doing business subversive of the 
welfare and injurious to the public credit. 

The governing committee has ruled that 
offers to buy or sell securities under any 
form of contract other than that provided 
for by. the constitution shall be deemed a 
violation of rules punishable by suspension 
or expulsion. The governing committee 
will meet again on Monday to consider the 
method, of bringing to accon;;f. those mem- 
bers wlio spread '.'.imaging reports.

New York, July 24.— The suit of Delia 
Keegan against Russell Suge for damages in 
tho sum of $100,000 for alleged betrayal, is 
being conducted in a secret and mysterious 
manner, and tho public can get only an ink- 
ling of what is going on. Tho complaint 
was served by J. Baptist Marshall, the law- 
yer for Mra. Keegan, on April 29 laat. Pre- 
viouB to that date a demand had been made 
on Mr. Sage for settlement, but he declined 
to como to terms, insisting that it was an 
attempt at blackmail. 

In lSliLS, when Russell Sago went to 
housekeeping with his first wife, at C05 
Fifth avenue, he had for cook an Irish 
woman. After a time bIio told Mrs. Sago 
that she had two sisters in Ireland who were 
anxious to como to America to better their 
fortunes. She asked permission to bring these 
girls into the Sage establishment 
when they camo over. In couxso 
of time the girla arrived, and Mrs. 
Sage having consented to receive them 
they took up their abode in tho Fifth avenuo 
house. Tho younger of theBe two Irish 
immiyrauts is the woman who ia now suing 
Mr. Sage for $100,000 damages. In her 
complaint she alleges that after tho death of 
tho first Mrs. Sage, in 1807, Mr. Sage be- 
came exceedingly attentive to her. Hia 
love apparently increased with each day, 
and finally ahe allegea that he engaged him- 
self to marry her. Under thia promise the 
plaintiff avers that sho was ruined in 1SGS 
Aftor she gave birth to a child ahe aays Mr. 
Sage d< aerted hir, and ahe haa had a aevere 
sliugyle ever since to maintain un existence. 

No attempt is made in the complaint to 
explain why the woman, if Bhe has causo for 
action at all, waited over twenty-five years 
to assert it Until lust month the plaintiff 
lived on the ground floor of u tenement at 
435 West Thirty-ninth street. Something 
over four weeks ago, according to the neigh- 
b irs, sho waa taken away by her counsel 
and three other men in a carriage. It was 
stated to the neighbors that she was to be 
placed in some home. Sho had, according 
to tho neighbors, been drinking hard for 
aome time, and waB in a poor physical con- 
dition. At Mr. Sage's office it wua atuted 
recently that the action was for tho pur- 
poses of blackmail, pure and simple. The 
Kc can woman hud been coming around the 
office for sotno time, always in un intoxi- 
cated condition. She would, it ia said, de- 
mand money of Mr. Sage and raiso a row if 
it was not forthcoming, hanging on until the 
millionaire would give her u dollar or two, 
when she would go away, only to return 
again in a short time for more cash. 

What Mr. Sage's defence will be ia out- 
lined in an afliduvit he has just filed, in 
which he says : " I havo learned, through 
the sworn affid vit ol the only sister and 
relative of the plaintiff, who resides in this 
city, thut the plaintiff has for many years 
led such an irregular and intemperate life, 
that she is utterly irresponsible for what 
she says or does. Most of the timo during 
the lust fifteen years she had been on Black- 
well's Island and at other public institu- 
tions. I am informed, and believe, that 
Baptist Murahull, the plaintiff's attorney, 
Bought her out in one of theBe institutions, 
and induced her to sign the complaint when 
Bhe waa purtly intoxicated.

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DIVISIONAL COURT. 

(Beforo tlio Chlof Justice and Walkom, J.) 

Ui'|uharc v. Union Steamship Co., Mo- 
Lallau ami ^.iirle — Mr. Taylor appeared for 
the plaintiff the uppellant, and Mr. E. V. 
Bodwell for tlie defendant Earle, The 
other defendants were not represented. 
The facts sulliciently appear in the judg- 
ment. 

Sir M. 13. Bi'gbio — This ia a very unusual 
case. It was originally an action in re- 
plevin, the plaintiff claiming certain skins 
held by the company ; the defendant Me- 
Lei lan was the captain of the company's ship, 
the Coquitlam. These skins were replevined 
by the Blicrill' and by him delivered to tlie 
plaintiir.on the usual replevin bond Riven hy 
him to the sheriff On October 13 Urquhart 
wus, on the application of Mr. E.irle, 
ordered, we ure not told why, to add Mr. 
Earlo as a defendant to the action, i e , to 
commence an action, wo are not told for 
what, against Earle. Etude's name was in 
obedience to that order added to the writ ; 
but as Urquhart had no maimer of demand 
to make against Kirle, uor required any 
manner of relief against him, no endorse- 
ment was made on the writ to show why 
his name was there ; nor was any further 
attention paid to that order. 

Urquhart ahortly afterwards made up his 
quarrel with the company — they arranged 
about tlio skins, and so far as he and t lie 
company are concerned the action is at an 
end. Then, on the 4th July the order now 
under appeal was made, on Earle'a applica 
tion, opposed by the plaintiff; by which 
Urquhart is ordered within live days to de- 
liver a statement of claim against Eirle, 
otherwise the action to he dismissed, with 
costs to ho paid hy Urquhart to Earle ; and 
the sheriff is, in that event, to assign the 
replevin bond to E*rle, who is to be at lib- 
erty to proceed under it as he may be ad- 
vised. The plaintiff protests that he has 
not, md never has had, or pretended to 
have, any ground of complaint against Earle 
— on the contrary, it seems pretty clear 
that Earle'a conduct has been distinctly ad- 
vantageous to him. He has, accordingly, 
suffered tlio live days lo elapse without 
filing or delivering any statement of claim, 
and so tlie order of the -ltb July is absolute 
for dismissing the action as against Earle. 
The sheriff might, ia the same manner, take 
exception to the order of the 4th July, made 
against him in his absence, by which ho is 
commanded to assign a bond which 
was then, with the full concur- 
rence of all tho parties named in it or on it, 
no longer in his possession or power, and 
which is presumably destroyed, and indeed 
void. 

The five days within which Urquhart was 
to deliver a statement of claim having ex- 
pired, the order of the 4th July directs that 
the action against Earle ia to he dismissed; 
and wo think that is right. Bufc why should 
the plaintiff pay him his coats, if any, incur- 
red in the action ? He came in and goes 
out equally at his own solo request, without 
any reason shown to us for his ever having 
been joined at all, He now asks to bo dis 
missed. Let so much of the order as directs 
the dismissal he confirmed, hut (hy consent 
of Mr. Taylor) without costs to cither party. 
The rest of the order, dealing with tho re- 
plevin bond, must, we think, be discharged. 
And Mr. Eurlomustpay tho plaintill'his costs 
of this appeal. Tho Sheriff not having 
appeared, there will bo no order as to his 
costs— simply discharge the order as to him. 
But as certain circuniBtanco were alleged on 
behalf of Mr. Earle, relativo to the release 
of the steamship with all the Bkins on board 
from the Customs Houbc seizure in Alaska, 
which may be supposed to entitle him to 
claim relief, and as his relations with the 
charterers, or alleged charterers, or with 
the steamship company, may be disputed, 
there should bo added, we think, a declara- 
tion that tho dismissal of this 
action is not to bo a bar to 
any "-''in which he may be advised 
to bring against either tho plaintiff or the 
steamship company, is respect of the freight 
or cargo or any part thereof. These rights (if 
any), vre are of the opinion, could not be 
properly discussed in the action of replevin 
in which the only question is which of the 
two, the plaintiffor defendant, is as between 
themselves entitled to the goods replevined. 
And it appears to us that theio has 
boen a misapprehension of the jurisdiction 
and the scope of the general orders as to the 
addition of parties. Rules 1 28 to 136 whioh 
govern tho procedure are all founded on the 
necessary preliminary, thit a defeudant in 
an action claimB some relief against a third 
person, a stranger to the suit, in respect of 
the subject matter of the suit. It seems 
a misconception of the nature of an aclion 
at law to suppose that a strangor against 
whom none of the parties to action alleges 
any claim, but who supposes himself to 
have some claim against some party to the 
action, can himself insist on being udded as 
a third party. Of what use would that be ! 
He cannot expect that his views will be 
properly stated or noticed at all by the 
other parties. His course is perfectly clear. 
He must bring an action of his own. On 
the 13th October, Earle, If he thoutrht that 
ho had rights against either Urquluirt or the 
skoamBhip company which were about to be 
inequitably atTeered by Urquhart's suit, 
could have commenced an action against 
them and any other persons, tho sheriff or 
whomsoever he thought necessary, alleging 
his claim, and t he t qu' table circumstances on 
which ho relied, and praying among other 
hcada of relief, that the action of 
Urquhart, v. the Steamship Co., might be 
stayed, or at least that any judgment or 
execution obtained therein might be dealt 
with accordiug to tho equity he alleged. 
That would have been in strict conformity 
with the old hill in Kquity seeking to re- 
strain an inequitub'e action at common Ipw. 
The two actions (Karlo's and Urquhart's) 
might then bo amalgamated and heard to- 
gether, or other Btep.s taken for securing 
economy and despatch. Without saying 
that Mr. Earle would or would not have 
thus obtained tho relief which he indicates, 
we nniy say this, that we entirely fail to see 
how ho could have succeeded in obtaining 
any relief at all by his present course. 

Under Rule 101 (ii) and tho adjacent pro- 
visions, a judge may add a defendant at any 
time if he deems it necessary. Mr. Justice 
Drake thought it neceBsaiy, or at least 
proper, on tho 13th October, to join Mr. 
Earlo is a defendant, upon materials which 
we know nothing about, but which 
we must asHunie to have been 
suflieiout; whether the application wus 
opposed or not, it was not appealed 
against, and the order must bo assumed to 
have been rightly made ut the time. But no 
reason bus been suggested why Mr, Earle 
should be retained us a party now; and wo 
agree in dismissing him from tho action. 

There ia another matter in tho order un- 
der appeal which seems deserving of further 
explanation : t ho direction therin contained 
that the sheriff is to assign to Earlo the re- 
plevin bond, and that Earlo is to bo at lib- 
erty to proceed under it. I do not know 
what bus become of this bond, nor what its 
precise terms wero. SVe were given to un- 
derstand, and I think we must assume, that 
it was in the statutory form, with the statu- 
tory condition. Tho statutory bond is 
made hy the replevisor (Urquhart) with IUh 
sureties, who are the obligors, to tho sheriff 
us obligee, who, by section 8 of 
tho Kcplevin Act (codo ISS8), may 
assign it to tho replevisors (tho 



steamship company) and, apparently, 
to no other person. It is not clear why tho 
sheriff should bo made the obligee of the 
bond. In Englaud, tho replevisees them- 
selves would bo tho obligees. Either way, 
the result is tho same, nud tho same whe- 
ther tho sherili'cau assign only to the steam- 
ship company or to any other person. Eor 
the bond is conditioned to ho void, if the 
replevisor either proseeuto his action with 
success, or else, being unsuccessful, if he 
restore to the repleviseo tho gooda re- 
plevied. Now, Urquhart and the steam- 
ship company have made up their quarrel ; 
the condition la substantially fullilled ; the 
bond is dead. Of what use can it be to 
Earle ? \\ hat is tho meaning of his being 
"at liberty to proceed under it"? 
And even if the bond were still valid — if 
tho condition be still unperformed —until 
the rights of the parties to tho replevin ac- 
tion are determined, it is clear that the 
bond is held by the Sheriff in trust either 
for Urquhart or for tho steamship company, 
as the one or the other may prevail. It 
seems an entirely novel practice that this 
bond and the right to tho penalty under it, 
should be awarded judicially to Earlo, who 
does not appear to have established, or even 
taken uny steps by which ho could estab- 
lish, any specilio right to tho bond, or any 
claim whatever oituer against Urquhart or 
the company. As to this part of the appli- 
cation of the 1th July, the parti j seein to 
have misconceived tho nature of the reple- 
vin bond, and the rights of the parties un- 
der it, and, on tho whole, we thiuk the pro- 
per order is what wo have already in- 
timated.

W II ICR E A3 it is expedient that all lands or 
improvements or real property within 
tho limits of tho Corporation of tho City of 
Victoria upon which municipal taxes havo 
been due and in arrear for two years shall bo 
sole and the proceeds applied in tho reduction 
of such taxes : 

Be it theroforo enacted by tho Municipal 
Council of tho Corporation of tho City of Vic- 
toria as follows : 

1. The Collector of tho Municipal Council of 
tho Corpontiou of tho City of Victoria is here- 
by authorized and directed whensoever taxes 
on anv land or improvements or real property 
have been duo lor two years prec-dlng the cur- 
rent year to submit to tho Mayor of 'ho City 
of Victoria a list, in duuHca o, of all 'ho lands 
or Improvements or rt nl property liable, under 
the provisions of this by-law, to bo sold for 
taxes, with tho am unt of arrears agalnsi each 
lot sot. opposite to tho same, and the Mayor 
shall authenticate such list by affixing thereto 
tho seal of tno Corporation ard his signature, 
and onu of such lists hhall he deposited with 
the clerk of the Corporation, and the other 
shall bo returned to the Collector with a war- 
rant thereto annexed under the hand of the 
Mayor and tho seal of lire - orporation com- 
manding him to levy upon tho land or i n- 
provomoms or real property for the arrears 
due thereon with his co ts. 

It shall not ho the duty of tho collector to 
m koonquiry before ell' cling a sale of lands 
or improvements or real properl y for taxes to 
ascertain whether or no* there is any distress 
upon the land, nor sliab ho bo bound to enquire 
into or form any opinion of the value of the 
the land or improvements or real pi oporty. 

3. Tho Collector shall prepare a copy of tho 
list of lands or Improvements or real prop- 
erty to bo sold and shall include therein in a 
separate column, a st«toment of the proportion 
of costs chargeable on each lot for advertising 
and for tho commissions authorized by this by- 
law to ho paid lo him. and shall cause a copy of 
such list to bo printed for a period of one 
month pr. ceiling thn date of such Intended 
a ,lo in some newspaper publishod ;n tho City 
of Victo. ia. 

i The advertisement shall contain a notifica- 
tion that unless tho arrears and coats are sooner 
paid ho will proceed to sell tho lands or Im- 
provements or real property for tho taxes on a 
day, a time, and at a place named in tho adver- 
tisement. 

5. Tlio Collector shall at least two months be- 
fore tho tlmo of sale also deliver I o or deposit 
tho post otllco to the address of the owner of 
such property which is to bo sol i for taxes as 
aforesai ', or to tho agent ot such owner, a 
notice In wri'.ing of tho amount of taxes duo, 
and that tho proporty Is to bo sold for arrears 
so duo. and in case tho address of the owner or 
agent Is unknown a notice to the same effect 
shall be posted upon the land intended to bo 
sold, and also at least two months before the 
imo of sale pos r a notice sin liar to the above 
advertisnm-nt in somo convenient and public 
places, that is to say, at tho Council Chambers, 
Victoria, and in the Post Ollloo Building, Vic- 
toria. 

C. Tho day of salo shall bo tho thirty-third 
day after thu lirst publication In a newspaper 
of such list, exclusive of tho day or such puoli- 
cation, except in esse i ho said ihlrty-third day 
shall fall on a Sunday or holiday, in whl<*h case 
such salo shall take plan; on tho following day 
at tho Council Chambers In tho City of Vic- 
toria, and shall begin at twelve o'clock noon. 

7. If at any timo appointed for the sale of the 
land- or improvements or red property no bid- 
ders appear tho Collector may adjourn the sale 
from time to time. 

8. If tho taxes have not been previously col 
looted, or if no one appears to pay tiie same at 
tho time and place appointed for thestlo. the 
Collector shall sell at public au tion so much 
of i be land or improvements or real proper ty 

nay be sufficient to discharge tho raxes and 
all lawful charges incurred ti and lib 'Ul the 
silo ard the collection of-the taxes, selling in 
preference such part as he may consldi r best 
for tho owner to sell first, and in offering such 
lands or improvements or real property for sale 
I r, shall not bo necessary to describe particu- 
larly the portion of the lot or section which 
shall bo sold, but it will bo sufficient to say 
that he will sell si mu hot tlio lot or section as 
shall be necessary to secure the payment of the 
taxes duo. and thu amount of taxes stded in 
thoadvortis mont shall in all cases bu prima 
facie evidence of the correct amount due. 

9. If tho Collector fails at such sale to sell 
such land or improvements or real property for 
the full amount of arrears of the taxes duo he 
shall ut such sale adjourn the same until a day 
bo publicly named by him, not. earlier than one 
week nor later than three months thereafter, 
of which adjourned sale ho snail give not co by 
advertisement in the newspaper in which the 
original notico wag advertised, aid on such 
day he shall sell such lands or Improvements 
or real proporty for any sum ho can realize, 
and shall accept sueh sum as full payment for 
such arrears of taxes. 



11). If tho purchaser of any property or parcel 
of land fails Immediately to pay tho Collector 
tho amount of iho purchase money, thn Col- 
lector shall forthwith again put up the prop- 
perty for sale. 

11. Inimedia' ely after overy Bale the Collec- 
tor shall return a list, of tho arrears satisfied by 
such aalu to the Clork of tin: Corporation, and 
shall at tho same tlmo pay in tho proceeds to 
the Treasurer of the said Corporation. 

12. Tho Collector shall bo entitled to flvopcr 
oontum commission upon the sums collected by 
him as aforesaid. 

1.'!. This by-law may bo cited for all purposes 
as "The Victoria Heal Estate Tax Sale By- 
law, 1833."

SILVER CURRENCY. 

More Coin in the U. S. Sub-Treasury Than 
the Oflieluls Can Handle. 

Washington, July 24. — A notice was 
posted to-day in tho U. S. Bub-treasury to 
the effect that silver would not be received 
during the day. Many employees of the 
banks brought in sacks of the whito metal 
to get currency in exchange, but they had 
to shoulder their loads anil go out again as 
they came. Thero is moro silver ljing 
around uncounted hohind the rails of the 
Bub-tre-isury than the force can handle. On 
every shelf, sacks full of dollars and other 
coins aro Btacked up until there is hardly 
room to get about. "We have to handle 
the big amount of silver we have on hand," 
said one of the officials, "and until it can 
bo all counted and checked up, wo will 
not icceive any more over the counter. 
For some time past great <|uantities of sil- 
ver hove been brought by the banks to ex- 
change for currency, until the amounts 
have become greater than we can handle, 
and we have have had to call a temporary 
halt. This is all there is to the matter. 1 ''

Irish Festivities at rhicajjo -Twenty 
Five Thousand "Drummers" Ex- 
pected—Fire Alarm. 



Cleaning Out the Toughs—" Green 
Goods" Men Diligently Plying: 
Their Nefarious Avocation. 



CHICAGO, July 24. — Festivities were held 
at Lady Aberdeen's Irit-h village this after- 
noon. The attraction was the old-fashioned 
jig contest, the first over held in Chieigo. 
There were over one hundred entries, and 
the contest for the first prize, a claret jug 
and a lligou, promises to l ist until late in 
the day. 

Twenty five thousand drummers will take 
this city by storm next week, and the ad- 
vance guard commenced to arrive this 
morning. The executive committee of the 
Columbian Associated Travellers is in ses- 
sion to-day at the Tremont house, making 
final arrangements for tho demonstration 
next week. The States represented are: 
Michigan, Indiana, Massachusetts, Nebras- 
ka, Iowa, Illinois, California, Ohio, Louisi- 
ana, Pennsylvania and Missouri. Dele- 
gates are also arriving in lurge numbers for 



the annual convention of the North Ameri- 
can Caledonian Association, which will be in 
session all next week. 

At 1:30 o'clock, this afternoon, fire broke 
out in the North end of the Transportation 
building at the Fair. It was extinguished 
before much damage was done ; but for a 
few minutes the crowds in the building were 
almost panic stricken. They made a great 
rush for the doors, evidently having yet in 
their mind the horrors ol the cold storage 
warehouse fire. Tho rush of engines and 
patrol wagons, und the clanging of their 
gODga, greatly alarmed the people on the 
grounds, and it was reported that a great 
conll ignition had broken out. Happily thiB 
was not true. 

The police department has undertaken to 
drive from the city the women of evil repu- 
tation who havo been swarming here for a 
month or so past from other large cities. 
Over 2(10 of them havo been arrested during 
tho week and given the option of leaving 
tho city forthwith or going to the House of 
Correction. Tho police say thut the un- 
welcome visitors are in nearly every case 
experts at "touching" pockets and "re- 
lieving" shirt fronts of diamond studs, and 
that two-thirds of the robberies from the 
person reported of late have been traceable 
to these vermin rather than' to the light- 
fingered individuals of the male sex. 

Probably on the principle that when 
legitimate currency is scarce, the time is 
ripo for a libera! distribution of counter- 
feits. Numerous "green goods" men 
have resumed operations, and are Hooding 
the mails with letters offering bargains in 
counterfeits that, according to their state- 
ment, tin; best bank clerks or experts can- 
not tell from the genuine. "Apparently the 
fraternity has numerous agents or re- 
presentatives in the West, through 
whom it is furnished with names, as in 
nearly every caso communications aro ad 
dressed to peoplo that have recently arrived 
from some foreign country, and are looking

Port Townsend, July 24 — Minor W. 
Bruce, superintendent of thu reindeer sta- 
tion, Port Florence, Behring Sea, arrived 
to day on the steamer Farulloo, accom- 
panied by eleven Esquimaux for tho 
World's Fair. He says of seventy reindeer, 
uken lo Siberia last year to Port Clarence, 
only eleven died. The herd increased by 
forty-five this spring. 

Schooner E. G. White, of San Francisco, 
seized by U. S. man-of-war Petrel, has been 
ordered to Sitka in charge of a pri/.u crew, 
for violation of the customs law in transfer- 
ring a cargo of seal skins, in Alaskan wa- 
ters, to another vessel, without reporting to 
the customs officers.
